SCHOOL REPORT, 


We have tried as far as pessible, with the help of our 
teachers, to grade our schools, and were pleased upon visiting 
graded schools in other places, to find that, according to their 
ages, our pupils compared favorably, in the ordinary branches 
taught, notwithstanding we have poorer equipments and not 
as many school weeks during the year. 

We were glad to be able to buy some new text-books for 
both schools. The Nelson Centre school was especially needy— 
a number of the necessary books being conspicuous for their 
absence of leaves or covers, and which in many eases merely 
eumbered the bookease. ° 

We could see many things which seemed necessary for 
efficient work, such as a few good maps, more and better black-— 
board surface, etc., but we also knew that in this latitude 
provision must be made for abundanee of fuel. 


NELSON ‘CENTRE SCHOOL (DISTRICT NO. 1). 


This school was somewhat depleted during the fall and 
winter term, by the removal of four pupils from town, and the 
work was interrupted by the too irregular attendance of some 
of the children of our summer residents. On aceount of so 
much sickness among the pupils we were obliged to close this 
school one week earler than we had planned. 

The spring term was tanght by Miss Minnie B. Newell of 
Ashby, Mass., and she proved herself to be one of the few 
natural teachers.
